REPORT OF STATE TREASURER 



January 7, 1918. 
Hon, Carlton TF. Sawyer^ Comptroller-General, ' 

Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit through you to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, a report of this Department for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1917. 

LOANS FOR ORDINARY EXPENSES. 

The Appropriation Act of 1917 authorized the State Finance 
Committee, composed of the Governor, Comptroller-General and 
State Treasurer, to borrow one million six hundred thousand dol- 
lars to meet appropriations, if so much be necessary, in antici- 
pation of the collection of taxes levied for 1917. It was neces- 
sary to borrow one million, five hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars. The money was borrowed on competitive bids— eight hun^ 
dred thousand dollars was procured at three and seven-eighths 
(3 7-8) per cent, interest, and the balance at four (4) per cent., 
which was from one-half to three-fourths of one per cent, lower 
than the money market at the time the notes were sold. The Pal- 
metto National Bank of Columbia was awarded the contracts on 
lowest bids. The notes mature during January and February, 
and are being paid as they become due. 

OLD BONDS. 

I quote what I said in my last report with regard to old bonds 
as follows : "When the State debt was funded in 1893 provision 
was made for converting all old valid bonds into 4 1-2 per cent. 
Redemption Brown Consols, but no provision was made in the 
Refunding Act of 1912 for converting into 4 per cent, bonds any 
except 4 1-2 per cent. Redemption Brown Consols. If these old 
valid bonds are to be funded it will be necessary for a law to be 
enacted providing for converting them into 4 per cent. Refund- 
ing Bonds. Under the law providing for converting old bonds 
into 4 1-2 per cent. Redemption Brown Consols, interest was 
calculated on the bonds to July 1, 1893, and 4 1-2 per cent, bonds 
issued for the valid portion of principal and interest, and the 
interest paid in cash on the 4 1-2 per cent, bonds issued in lieu. 
Should the General Assembly enact a law providing for convert- 



ing the old valid bonds and stocks into 4 per cent. Eef unding 
Bonds, I recommend that the interest on bonds be calculated to 
the date of maturity of the bonds and that 4 per cent. Refunding 
Bonds be issued for the valid portion of principal and interest, 
and that^ the interest on the 4 per cent. Refunding Bonds or 
stocks commence from the beginning of the interest period in 
which the funding takes place. 

LIMITATION ACT OF 1896. 

"An Act was passed in 1896 prohibiting the funding or pay- 
ment by the Treasurer of any coupon bond twenty years after 
maturity. The Act does not affect stocks of the same issues. 
There are some valid bonds of several issues, but the Treasurer 
can not fund them because of this Act. The General Assembly 
has in some instances repealed the Act of 1896 in so far as some 
particular bonds were affected, and in other cases it has refused 
to pass such Acts. If these bonds are to be paid a general Act 
should be passed authorizing the proper officers to fund such of 
them as are valid, and if this is not done the Treasurer should be 
required to write off the books all bonds affected by the Act of 
1896, and if the coupon bonds are required to be written off, 
stock of the same issues should also be written off. Unless one 
or the other of the Acts suggested is passed, the General Assem- 
bly will continue to be annoyed annually with applications for 
action in individual cases, and State officers will be required to 
cx)ntinue to spend much valuable time in preparing data to be 
used by the holders of the old bonds in prosecuting their claims 
before the General Assembly." 

TRUST FUND FOR FREE SCHOOLS. 

At the last session of the General Assembly Acts were passed 
authorizing th« Treasurer to invest certain Special School Funds, 
held by him in trust, in United States, State, county, school dis- 
trict or municipal bonds, but on account of the high premiums 
commanded by these securities, I have not been able to invest the 
funds, and they are deposited in banks at 4 per cent, interest, 
compounded monthly. 

TAXES. 

Your attention is especially directed to table No. 1, "Taxes 
Assessed for 1917 and Amount Paid by Each County Treasurer 
to December 31st, 1917," Members of the General Assembly 
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from some of the counties will find in this table some very inter- 
esting comparisons. The tax levy for 1917 was higher than of 

1916 — money more plentiful, and yet there was received at this 

office to December 31 about $72,000.00 less than was received to 

the same date in 1916.
